I’ve knocked over the 
whole North American oontlneul and 
I’ve picked up some mighty good 
wrinkles that were never heard of 
within a 250 mile radius of Nt)w York 
CKy. 

“Down in the Arizona desert lasit 
year 1 was a memiber of a party trav- 
eUng between Tucson and the iMext- 
^can frontier. The first night out 
found us In the middle of a flat ex- 
panse of sand. There was not even 
a hillock or a nook behilDd which one 
could find shelter, 

"But the Westerners In the party 
knew a trick or tiwo.

During tile summer It is uhuuI to 
bring the biby’s food 'o a scald af- 
ter It i.s prepaivd. It should then be 
lioured into the clean liottles, corked 
with hiked clean cotton and kept 
next to the ice until needed. Be 
sure not to heat a bottle when you 
go to bed and keep it in bid until 
niipeing time. bec.iu?e .vou do not wan 
to go to the Ice box for It and heat It 
when the baby needs it.

If a bottle-fed baby U copstljmed 
give oJie or two teaeiioivnfuls of ra-- 
tor oil.

The Stale Board of Heailth "has been 
ndiifled fronn all sections of the State] 
of the alarming Infant mortality from 
entirely preventable causes. As the 
greatest asset of Kentucky Is Its 
be'xlthful ixspululilon It Is InifsoilaiA th: t 
every teby be kept well, and for thes« 
reasoas the Board makes the follow- 
inig suggestions to fa.thcrs and moth- 
ers: 

The hot weather of this season of 
the year is extromeV)- dangerous to the 
lives of Infants and young children, 
not only because of the deisrebsiog ef- 
fect of high temperature in general, 
but especially because It Is harder to 
preserve all articles of food. es|>eclal- 
ly cows milk. In hot weather. 

For this reason it Is esitecially Im- 
portant that cow’s milk to be used 
I for feedlr.g babies should be ’.the pur- 
est and freshest that you can afford 
to buy. During hot weather ice Is al)- 
Bolutely necessary for the preserva- 
tion of mUk, where a cool sprliig- 
house Is not available, and no milk 
should be fed to a baby which Is no 
cooled by ice aiound the bucket as 
soon as It comes from the cow and It 
should be kept next to the Ice until 
ready to be used. A little money tpent 
for Ice may prevent Illness and Us 
much greater exivense for nurslng,me< • 
Iclne and medical attendance. Unless 
you aie absolutely suie your water 
supply Is pure, It Is safest to use 
water which has been boiled for drink 
lug and for the preparation of the 
baby’s food. 

In i>rac’tcall.v all cases the mother ca 
and should Duise her own baby. Breast 
milk Is the natural food for the iww- 
born baby. No othtr food can com- 
pare with It. Ten bottle-fed babies 
die to one that Is brest-fed. 

Immediately after birth do not use 
any kind of artificial foodoAeas for 
the baby while waiting for the breast 
milk to come. Put the teby to the 
bneast every f^ur hours and give noth- 
ing el'se but water that has been boll- { 
ed. The new baby needs nothing el«e | 
and will not starve. After the milk ; 
comes under no circumtlanoes shouIB ■ 
the balfe- nurse ofaener that every ' 
two hours during the day and tw-o or | 
three times at night. | 

Do not nurse the baby whenever It j 
cries. A moderate amount of crying ' 
helps to develop the luaigs and ev«ry | 
baby should cry during the d.vy. Ba- | 
hies who are nursed Invgulai-ly. or] 
whenever ttiey cry, practically always 
get Indigestion and then cry harder | 
from the pain. Nurse regularly and !

Every drop of milk 
that goes Into a baby’s mouth after 
Ijowel trouble begins, simply adds to 
the i>olson alieady tliere. Serious or 
fatal lUneea can be caused l>y kt'eiplug 
up milk feeding after the l)Ow-ls iveoni 
disordered. A boLtle-fed l>aby ehould 
wn vomit if Its food Is pure, unlees 
it is fed miKb at a time. Vomiting 
Is u.sually a sign of appioacblng in- 
ness. either one of serious dlseasas of 
childhood, or more commonly In hot 
weather, of summer dlarrh<)ea. vi>- 
mi'tiiig due to ithis cause ni.ay be the 
•first sign of trouble. If vomiting is 
repeated, stop feeding niHk. give waur 
which has been boiled, cool or at the 
temiHirature at which the milk Is giv- 
en, and coiKtuIt >xmr doctor ,nt once. 

Do not put too much clothing on 
the l>aby in the summer. During the 
hottest Weather a thin loote dress 
and a diaper are enough foir day an^ 
night. Nevcir usie tight waist banJ?^ 
Pettiicoats and eklrts should be sui>- 
portid by straps over the shoulder®. 

Bathe the baby every day. When 
It Is very hot a quick sponging 31II 
over later In the day will give him 
comfoot and make hds sleep be’ter. 

Fresh *.lr as Important for the.baiby' 
health as fresh food. During the 'sum- 
mer kec!)) the baby out of doors If 
possible, and ko&p it out of th» killlcb- 
en. They llreqaently get suniitioked 
from too much beat In-doons. 

If the baby has an eruption or 
brealdqg out on the skin, consult the 
doctor. Every rash Is not prickly hoa’ 
it msiy he some serious disesise Hke 
Scarlett fever, smallpox of chlcloen- 
pox.
